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PREFACE. 


In  placing  this  work  before  the  profession,  the 
author  wishes  it  to  be  understood  tliat  it  is  not  with 
any  desire  to  have  such  condensed  work  supersede  the 
study  and  use  of  the  more  complete  Materia  Medica  ; 
nor  is  it  on  account  of  any  supposed  incorrectness  or 
unreliability  of  the  original  works  of  Hahnemann,  for 
these,  after  nearly  three-fourths  of  a  century  of  daily 
searching  scrutiny,  must  be  accepted  as  bearing  the 
imprint  of  being  wrought  by  a  master  mind — almost 
intuitive  perception  liaving  guided  in  the  work. 

The  real  object  in  preparing  this  work,  has  been  to 
give  in  a  condensed  form,  to  the  student  of  Homoe- 
opathy, such  absolutely  necessary  material,  as  would 
enable  him,  in  a  comparatively  short  time,  to  gain 
knowledge  of  such  important  leading  symptoms  and 
conditions  as  are  characteristic  of  each  remedy — 
knowledge  which  is  imperatively  necessary  for  every- 
day practice.  The  large  and  more  complete  works 
present  by  their  size,  if  by  nought  else,  great  obstacles 
to  the  rapid  acquirement  of  a  practical  knowledge  of 
the  genius  of  each  remedy.  In  order  to  overcome  this, 
efforts  have  been  made  in  the  past  to  condense  the 
material  of  the  larger  works.  Clinical  experience 
only  can  verify  symptoms  obtained  through  prov- 
ings ;  this  we  are  gaining  daily,  and  profiting  thereby. 
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Year  by  year  we  have  been  enabled,  through  such 
experience,  to  separate  wheat  from  tares.  We  have 
now  garnered  at  least  a  fair  percentage  of  good  wheat 
— and  the  harvest  season  is  not  yet  over. 

The  material  for  this  work  has  been  culled  from  the 
manuscript  and  other  material  collected  for  a  much 
larger  work  on  verified  and  important  symptoms,  viz., 
"  Guiding  Symptoms,''  now  in  process  of  publication, 
on  which  many  years  of  careful  research  have  been 
bestowed. 

Not  all  of  our  remedies  are  herein  given,  inasmuch 
as  this  work  is  intended  for  a  text-book,  a  manual, 
not  a  complete  Materia  Medica;  and  though  it  was 
desirable  to  condense,  it  was  also  necessary  to  give  the 
really  useful  symptoms  sufficiently  complete  to  make 
up  the  picture  of  each  remedy  so  as  to  be  practically 
useful,  thus  making  it  impossible  to  give  more  reme- 
dies, without  so  increasing  the  bulk  as  to  render  the 
book  unsuited  to  its  purpose. 

Regarding  the  arrangement  of  symptoms,  it  will  be 
found  to  correspond  to  that  used  in  the  "  Analytical 
Therapeutics;"  for  full  explanation,  see  introduction  to 
the  same. 

The  symptoms  of  each  remedy  are  divided  into  forty-

The  I  corresponding  to  the  third  degree  of  distinc- 
tion in  Boenninghausen's  Repertory,  has  here  more 
significance  than  in  the  "  Guiding  Symptoms ;"  there

it  stands  before  symptoms  verified  by  cures,  here  it 
marks  in  most  instances  characteristic  symptoms. 

The  Greek  letter  0  (theta),  is  occasionally  used  (not  as 
extensively  as  in  the  Guiding  Symptoms)  before  the 
pathological  or  physiological  state  to  which  the  symp- 
tom refers. 

Every  care  has  been  bestowed  that  this  might  prove 
a  reliable  manual  for  the  use  of  students,  particularly 
the  profession. 

The  thanks  of  the  author  are  due  to  Dr.  C.  G.  Raue, 
for  his  careful  and  systematic  arrangement  of  the 
mind  symptoms ;  to  Drs.  Korndoerfer  and  Farrington 
for  their  assistance  on  the  first  edition,  and  to  Drs.

It  is  an  antidote  to  Canthar.  (ischuria,  inflammation  of  bladder, 
acute  Bright's  disease) ;  abase  of  lodium^  Oinchon.^  Digit. 

It  follows  well  after  vaccination  (erysipelas,  painless  diarrhoea) ; 
after  Sulphur^  in  panaritium. 

After  it  follows  well :  Graphit  (tetter  on  ear-lobe) ;  Arsen, 
(bydrothorax) ;  Phosphor,  (absorption  of  the  false  membrane 
in  diphtheria);  Stramon.^  after  Apia  had  removed  the  jeal- 
ousy in  mania ;  Li/cop,  (in  staphyloma) ;  Sulphur  (in  hydro- 
thorax,  pleuritic  eflFusion,  hydrocephalus) ;  lodium  (in  pufly, 
swollen  knee). 

Complementary :  Natr,  mur. 

Has  been  given  in  alternation  in  cases  when  the  change  of 
symptoms  indicated  it  with  :  lodium  in  swelling  of  knee ; 
Sulphur  in  swollen  eyes ;  Hepar  in  urticaria ;  mercur.  in 
ascites  with  peritonitis ;  Lycop,  in  staphyloma. 

It  often  disagrees  after  Rhus  tox.  in  eruptive  diseases ;  and 
Rhus  tox.  given  after  Apis  has  often  disagreed.

It  has  cured  where  Bellad,  failed  in  coush  of  horses ;  where 
Bryon.^  Canthar.^  Digit.y  ffelleb.,  etc.,  had  failed  in  albumi- 
nuria after  scarlatina ;  cases  in  which  PulsaU^  seemingly  in- 
dicated, failed,  especially  in  uterine  complaints ;  when  Thuya^ 
Phosphor,^  Canthar,^  etc.,  had  failed  in  affections  of  the 
prostate  gland.

^  Nose.     Sense  of  smell  blunted.

Puerperal  convulsions ;  spasms  preceded  by  a  sensation  of  gen- 
eral expansion,  mostly  of  face  and  head. 

Sometimes  just  after  an  attack  she  lies  quiet,  but  before  another 
she  becomes  very  restless. 

Suckling  infants  die  early ;  have  marasmus. 
**  Larynx.     Internal  soreness  of  the  larynx  and  pit  of  the  throat ; 
worse  in  the  morning. 

Hoarse  voice.

Internal  and  external  ear  inflamed,  with  stinging,  tearing  pains; 
purulent  discharge,  green,  offensive ;  glands  swollen. 

Boils  in  the  external  canal ;  also,  fungous  growths. 

Constant  cold  sensation  in  the  ears. 
^  Nose.     Nosebleed :   when   couching  and  during  sleep ;   blood 
hangs  in  a  dark,  coagulated  string. 

Coryza:  fluent,  corrosive,  with  much  sneezing;  nostrils  bleed- 
ing, scurfy ;  nose  red,  swollen,  shining ;  worse  from  damp 
weather ;  at  night ;  from  cither  cold  or  warm  air ;  not  re- 
lieved by  sweat.

Mumps  on  the  right  side*;  pale  swelling. 

Lockjaw  from  glandular  swellings,  with  stinging  pains. 

Caries  of  the  jaw. 
10  Teeth.     Teeth  feel  loose,  fall  out. 

Toothache  from  caries ;  or  when  the  dentine  is  inflamed ;  re- 
turns in  damp  weather  or  evening  air ;  pains  tearing,  lacerat- 
ing, shooting  into  face  and  ears ;  worse  from  warmth  of  bed, 
from  cold  or  warm  things ;  better  from  rubbing  the  cheek.

Coma,  spasms;  later,  snoring,  unconscious,  jaw  hangs,  hands 
and  feet  twitch,  eyes  roll;  pupils  dilated;  automatic  grasp- 
ing of  hands  towards  nose,  ears,  etc. ;  difficult  to  swallow 
liquids.   . 

Unconscious,  stupid. 

Awakens  terrified,  knows  no  one,  screams  with  fright,  clings 
to  those  near  (child). 

Feels  stupid,  with  indifference  to  everybody  and  everything. 

Memory  weak ;  loses  thoughts  before  she  can  give  them  utter- 
ance ;  weeps  about  her  weak  mind ;  also  after  sun-stroke.

'  Nose.     Nosebleed :  oozing  of  dark,  thin  blood ;  evenings ;  worse 

from  smelling  co£fee ;  of  old  people. 
Coryza,  alternately  dry  and  fluent;  with  loss  of  smell  and 

taste,  hunger,  sore  eyes  and  tension  in  forehead. 
^  Face.     Grusta  lactea,  with  stringy,  yellow  stools.
